MADRID 
FIGHTS 
REBEL 
SOLDIERS 
NEAR CITY GATE 


MADRID, NOV. 5— (U P)— Citi- 
zens of Madrid, spurred to renewed, 
frenzy by rebel armies at 
the 
city 's gates, poured out to the 
southern outskirts of the capital 
in a desperate death-struggle a t­ 
tack today . 
The tattered Loy alists launched 
a terrifio offensive on the rebel 
positions at the Cetafe airport and 
Leganes, less than six miles south 
of the metropolis. Artillery show­ 
ered shells onto the onpressing 
insurgents, the thunder of gunfire 
adding to the terror of the em bat­ 
tled populace here. 
The rebels, surprised by the in­ 
tensity of the loy alist attack, re­ 
turned the withering 
onslaught 
with machine guns and field pie­ 
ces. They sent a fleet of bombers 
over the capital in a renewed air 
raid. 
On rebel bomber fell in flames 
in the Dona Carlota district after 
a thrilling air battle high above 
the city . It was one of three rebel 
warplanes in the 
raid, engaged 
by two loy alist pursuit ships. 
The Chilean ambassador, acting 
as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
sent a note to the foreign office 
expressing on behalf of the corps 
and himself the shocked grief at 
recent rebel bombardments 
of 
Madrid which caused death and 
Injury to the defenseless civilian 
population, including women and 
children.

A LL sorts of news comes from Washing- 
ton and some of it is good. In par­ 
ticular there’s an item about holiday tui- 
keys.

HIGHWAY MORTALITY 


TF the present trend continues during the 
**• remainder of the 
year, approximately 
40,000 persons will be killed in automobile 
accidents on the highways of the Lnited 
States during 1936. This is a shocking price 
to pay for the conveniences and the com­ 
forts of motor travel and the record is one 
to cause some measure of discouragement, 
in view of the energy with which the na­ 
tion-wide drive to save life on the highways 
has been directed. 
The report on the National Safety Coun­ 
cil on the nation’s total deaths in motor 
vehicle accidents for the first nine months 
of the year shows a slight increase over 
the same period in the preceding year. 
There is in prospect an all-time record 
for the full year. 
The increase is not great, however, in 
view' of the fact that the comparison with 
last year does not take into account that 
American car operators during these nine 
months drove fifteen billion more miles 
and with each additional mile driven there 
wrere increased opportunities for accidents.

Act. The latter he considered “ contemp­ 
tible,” “ unpatriotic” and “ vicious.” 
He 
would have passed more legislation on this 
anyway, but he is doubly sure to do so now, 
and more drastic measures than otherwise. 
THE BLUE EAGLE— 1 here will be no 
new NRA, but some of the basic features 
of the NRA will be put forward again, 
such as minimum waages, maximum hours, 
and child labor restrictions. 
TAXES— Or this Roosevelt will go right, 
if he can. He believes it will be possible to 
hold down taxes because of increased rev­ 
enues resulting from better business. 
In 
any event, he will go easy on taxes for the 
time being.

I do not believe anybody’s life is 
prolonged by exercise in a gym­ 
nasium. In my youth I did eager­ 
ly frequent such places, and my 
admiration for the big-muscle boys 
with the deltoid and sartorius rip­ 
pling under the white skin; was 
unbounded.

way, says, under the heading of 
“ Personal Habits and Longevity"; 
"Regular exercise in the open 
air, suited to the age, sex and oc­ 
cupation of the individual, Is help­ 
ful; what is suitable for one per­ 
son might be disadvantageous to 
another. 
In youth* each person 
should develop skill and liking for 
some special form of physical ac­ 
tivity that may be kept up with 
pleasure and benefit in later life. 
Walking, 
tennis, 
golf, 
handball, 
swimming, horseback riding and 
gardening are some of the activi­ 
ties that can be pursued with ad­ 
vantage for a large part of life. 
"A few gymnastic exercises be­ 
fore and after the morning bath 
can be very helpful for persons en­ 
gaged in occupations that make 
participation in outdoor exercise 
difficult except on half-holidays or 
Sundays; the exercises described 
in J. P. Muller’s *My System’ 
(with chart), in Dickson and Dive- 
ley’s 'Exercise for Health ar.d Cor­ 
rection’, in Sanford Bennett’s ’Old 
Age, Its Cause and Prevention’, 
and in R. T. McKenzie’s 'Exercise 
in Education and Medicine’, hav# 
been found helpful by many." 
For those not inclined to bed­ 
room exercises, I recommend as a 
comfortable and, 
to me, sound 
doctrine, the one expressed in a 
little book called "Exercise With­ 
out Exercises", by S. Arthur Devan. 
Mr. Deva.n says, “ The daily dozen 
in setting-up exercises are for the 
i most part useless. . . . There Is 
another way of building up bodily 
strength and vitality and shapeli­ 
ness, that is easier and a hundred 
times more effective."

I 


F the present trend continues during the 
remainder of the year, approximately 
' 40,000 persons will be killed in automobile 


accidents on the highways of the United 
States during 1936. This is a shocking price 
to pay for the conveniences and the com- 
forts of motor travel and the record is.one 
to cause some measure of discouragement, 
^in view of the energy with which the na- 
"* tion-wide drive to save life on the highways 


has been directed. 


The report on the National Safety Coun- 


cil on the nation's total deaths in motor 
vehicle accidents for the first nine months 
of the year shows a slight increase over 
the same period in the preceding year. 
There is in prospect an all-time record 
for the full year. 


The increase is not great, however, in 


view of the fact that the comparison with 
last year does not take into account that 
American car operators during these nine 
months drove fifteen billion more miles 
and with each additional mile driven there 
•were increased opportunities for accidents.

SPECIFIC ISSUES 


To be more specific, here are some of 


the big issues sure to arise during the next

Act. The latter he considered "contemp- 
tible," "unpatriotic" and "vicious."

would have passed more legislation on this 
anyway, but he is doubly sure to do so now, 
and more drastic measures than otherwise. 


THE BLUE EAGLE—There will be no 


new NRA, but some of the basic features 
of the NRA will be put forward again, 
such as minimum waages, maximum hours, 
and child labor restrictions. 


TAXES—Or this Roosevelt will go right, 


if he can. He believes it will be possible to 
hold down taxes because of increased rev- 
enues resulting from better business. In 
any event, he will go easy on taxes for the 
time being.
